Mercury has the impudence to say we are 
ced by them. 
We have received no sup- 


jlies of any kind from Charleston with tile 
single trifling exception of a box of candles 
smuggled in. If Major Anderson is allow- 
ed the privilege of contracting for fresh 
meats and vegetables, as is done everywhere 
n the army, he will exercise it, but if they 
ire offered as presents from South Carqli- 
la, he-will not receive them.. 


Country people who never saw a gun or 


T. fort, and who have no education, are i:av- 
.Bg mad to attack us. 
We may be too in- 


credulous, but feel no apprehension, and do 
not believe the fort can be taken. Day be- 
bre yesterday the Carolinians, landed two 
or three mortars on Cumming's Point, on 
the nearest point of land for attacking the 
"ort. There is not a particle of truth in 
;he story of a mutiny. It was started in 
Charleston, to induce the government to 
surrender this place.

stances, they never dreamed of it. 
Yon 


need pay no attention to anything you see 
in the Charleston papers in reference to our 
affairs.

boat with a white flag comes from Charles- 
ton, none of our men are allowed to com- 
municate with it, you will readily see that 
all their stories about ns are mere inven- 
tions. Men bear their privations and se-. 
vere guard duty very cheerfully.

their tobacco more than anything else. 
" Two steamboats were on watch over us 


all last night, one in the direction of the 
bar, and the other towards Charleston." 


(This contradicts the stories of supplies 


and free communication with, Charleston.)

A CHILD'S APPEAL FOR. THE UNIOX,— 


At a recent Sunday'school entertainment 
given for the reliet of the poor in Louisville, 
a little fellow of five or six years old, made 
an "Appeal for the Union," which a friend 
thns described. 


" The child seemed foe the moment in- 


spired—every word so slowly and impres- 
sively enunciated, and his gestures so fault- 
less, that I wished every American could 
have heard it. There were able lawyers 
and old merchants perfectly thrilled, and 
with eyes riveted upon him. After introdu- 
cing his subject briefly, he proceeded. " I 
am but a little boy, and comprehend fully 
by no means, the evils I wonld speak o<f—.

You say that upon us must fall the respon- 
sibility of perpetuating this Union—so, we 
have been taught," (with his little hands al- 
most convulsively clutched, and thrown for- 
ward to the audience in a half-pleading at- 
titude.)

He uttered emphatically and so slowly 


that he was heard over the immense hall— 
" You .see to it—that you TRANSMIT, it."— 
The house came down in thunders of. ap-. 
plause. He then turned, pointing to a large 
flag, and in a.loud peremptory, tone cried— 
" shall those stripes be torn asunder—shall 
those stars he plucked hence ? No—wither 
the hand." 
Turning to'the audience he ut- 


tered the word "Never!" and advancing p., 
step, " Never !" stronger and more enthusi-' 


astic—and a final " Never!" iu the climax 
of his voice and feeling, having advanced a 
step every utterance and his arms thrown 
up to their utmost length.; he was thorough- 
ly excited, and Wtatnid shouts and hurrahs.

Carolinians had been taught thus to rever- 
ence and plead for their country, instead of 
the.petty commonwealth in which.the hap- 
pened to be born, what a host of evils would 
we have been spared."

I was 
sorely tempted to open my battery, but, 
perhaps, fortunately, for the chance of hav- 
ing matters settled without bloodshed, I 
could not have touched the battery that 
opened upon her, and ray defences were 
just then in such a condition that I could 
not have opened war. I am now nearly 
ready. The people have supposed that this 
work was ready to be defended when I 
came in. It was far from it—and it would 
take me even now, oti^ week's hard work 
to have it in a complete state. My com- 
mand is only one-eighth of what it should 
be in time of war—but though small in 
numbers, I feel strong in the confidence that 
Providence will guard and guide me safely 
through any danger that may threaten.

if not obliterated tlio asperity of his detractors. 


Brightening into being at a period in the history of 


our native land when sectarian intolerance clouded the 
finer sentiments of the heart, which ostracised every 
man who had the courage to stand aloof, und laugh to 
•corn the angry surges of its intemperate zeal.^men 
wero thon fighting for abstract questions of belief; and 
neglecting tne more important question* of toleration 
and human sympathy. 
I-'rom this lofty stand-point of 


free thought, which lit that time began to burst upon 
.Europe, he could not but contemplate with acorn such 
self-assuring righteousness as that of the holy Willies 
and the priests of Ayr—and his satirical genius, ever 
ready, could not but provoke the spite and malice of 
such intolerant foes—\vhilst the student of nature 
would rejoice in the contemplation of his character, as 
he observed the majesty of man trampling down the 
tyranny of mind, in the contemptuous prejudices of re- 
ligions fanaticism, and while he awed the lordlingpow- 
er of yon "Birkio Ca'd a Laird" and stripped the tinsel 
from the "glittering pomp which hedged a king," and 
still, my countrymen, the detractors of his fume to-day 
are fouud amongst those who live by sanctimonious 
pretentious who are over ready to depict the mote in 
the eye of their brother, through their own distorted 
Tision as a mighty beam. 


But these sentiments and feelings are fading away, 


and therefore let ns do honor to the memory of him, 
who gave the first impulse to n more generous and hu- 
manizing Influence;—and what brought you hereto- 
night—what hath aroused the Scottish people, and the 
generous and the good every whore to so honor and 
magnify his name'; Poetry as burning and as bright 
had been penned before. Patriotism as lolly and sub- 
lime had bopn the birthright ol every nation, but the 
genius of self-Independence, and of individual, and sov- 
ereign manhood, had never been BO vindicated, so uu- 
dautitirigiy proclaimed, and that too, in the language of 
those who dared to assume and to defend it. 


Then let us pray that come it may, 
As come it shall for a' that, 
When man to mail o'er a' the a'rth, 
Shall brothers be and a' that. 


But those sentiments, my friends, though uttered in a 
cottage on the bloak moors of Scotland, were not con- 
fined to the land of bis birth, but like every good seed 
sown of human thought, they grow, they flourished.
